The Otherworld 


Ayakashi is an archaic term for yokai. 

Daikokuten is the kami of wealth and one of the seven kami of good 
fortune. 

Inugami are dog spirits that can possess humans. 

Kami are Shinto deities or spirits. The word can be used for a range 
of creatures, from nature spirits to strong and dangerous gods. 

Karasu tengu are crow spirits. Tengu in general are a type of yokai. 

Kitsunebi literally means “fox fire” and are the flames controlled by 
fox spirits. 

Komainu are a pair of guardian statues placed at the gate of a shrine, 
usually carved of stone. Depending on the shrine, they can be lions, 
foxes or dogs. 

Mononoke is the overall term for Japanese supernatural creatures and 
encompasses ghosts, spirits and demons. 

Nekomata are very old pet cats that turn into yokai. They are 
distinguished by their two tails. 

Raijin is the kami of thunder and lightning. 

Shinshi are birds, beasts, insects or fish that have a special relationship 
with a kami. 

Tochigami (or jinnshigami) are deities of a specific area of land. 

Tsuriki is a kami’s power and becomes stronger the more it is used. 

Mallet of Good Luck ( Uchide-no-kozuchi) will grant your wish when 
you swing it. 

Onibi-warashi are like will-o’-the-wisps. 

Yokai are demons, monsters or goblins. 

Honorifics 


-dono roughly means “my lord,” although not in the aristocratic 
sense. 


-sama is used with people of much higher rank.
